A Celebrated Case. 


The Lewis will case, which went 


through a very long and intricate 
course in the United States District 
Court of New Jersey, is quite npte- 
worthy in the" history of our juris- 
prudence. Joseph L. Lewis, a niari of 
,.85, died at Hoboken, March 5, 18?7, 


leaving an estate of more than $1,000,- 
000. His fortune was. all in stocks and 
bonds, and contained in a TDOX kept in 
the vaults of the Manhattan Company. 
He had no heirs, near or remote. His 
whole estate' was left by will to the 
United States Government, with the 
.proviso that it sfcsuld be applied to the 
payment of the del»t contracted in the 
suppression oi the Rebellion. Shortly 
after his de.ath a caveat was filed in the 
Orphans' Court of Hudson county, N. 
J., by Jane Lewis, through Charles H. 
Winfield, her attorney, alleging herse,lf 
totbe his widow. A caveat was also 
filed on behalf of John Cathcart, who 
alleged himself to be a nephew of Lewis; 
arid subsequently a claim was made by 
one Thomas Lewis,-wlio alleged him- 
self to be his son.- These claims were 
contested bv the Government.

Mr. A. Woeikof. iii a narrative of his 


travels in Yucatan and the Southeasteiu 
states of Mexico, introduces «s to a so- 
called "civilized" people, who are prac- 
tically unacquainted with the uses oi 
iron.

America. The grains of the maize are 
crushed between two stones, one of 
which, the nether oue. is rather large, 
with a sloping upper surface. A woman 
kneels by this stone and straws upon it 
some grains of maize, OVM- which the 
works to and fro anothpr stone of cyl- 
indrical form, so grindpr the maize.

Lincoln's First Entrants to the Capital. 


It was at first arranged by the Re- 


publican managers, 
who, in 
1861, 


were concerned in the 
safe en- 


trance of the President elect to the 
capital, and who, with many other good 
citizens, feared he would be molested, 
if not assassinated, upon his way, that 
Mr. Lincoln should leave Philadelphia 
on an ordinary day-train and arrive at 
\\ ashingtoi in the afternoon, where he 
wagtobe received by Mr. Washbume 
and Senator Seward. In accordance 
with the same arrangement, all the tel- 
egraph wires between Washington and 
New York were cut, and hence no tele- 
graphic communication could be hud. 


At the time appointed the two <*en- 


tlemen mentioned were at tie depot 
but, much to their consternation, Ur. 
Lincoln was not among the pas-engers 
on the train which arrived. With tlip 
most intense anxiety they scrutinized 
the face of each man as he passed, and 
when the last one had left the depot, 
with^ great alarm Seward turned to 
\\ asnburne and said, excitedly:

-My God, he has not come;" what can i 
have happened?"

CONTAGION AND DIPHTHERIA. — Dr. 


Mackenzie, of the London Hospital for 
Throat and Chest Diseases, is of the 
opinion that the exciting cause of diph- 
theria is a specific contagion, and those 
cases which appear to originate de novo 
probably always arise from the virus— 
often long dormant and forgotten—of 
previous cases. He considers that the 
whole tendency of sanitary science is 
opposed to the doctrine of the sponta- 
neous origin of specific diseases, though 
he admits that cases do occur. He does 
not accept the rule, so strongly laid 
down by Oertel and some others,*that a 
minute fungus is the essential conta- 
gium of the disease; he thinks, rather, 
that the observations of those who ad- 
vocate such a theory are not sufficiently! 
conclusive to warrant a belief that the1 
essence of the disease has vet been dis- 
covered. 


^ How TO MAKE TOAST.—Comparative- 
ly few know what really good toast is. 
A hasty singe of one or both tides does 
not make toast, nor do thin slices of 
bread dried through. Cut slices of 
uniform thickness, a plump half-inch 
or five-eighths of an inch; move around 
over a brisk fire, to have all parts toast- 
ed alike; keep only so near the coals 
that the pieces will be heated through 
when both sides are well browned. If 
the slightest point is bkckened or 
charred, scrape it off, or it will spoil 
the -flavor of the whole. If covered 
with an earthen bowl it will keep warm 
and moist. A clean towel or napkin will 
answer if it is to go at once to the table. 
But nobody can make good toast out of 
poor bread. Stale bread may be used 
for milk toast; sour bread may be im- 
proved by toasting it through; heavy 
bread makes poor toast. Sweet, light 
bread, only a day old, or less, makes 
the best toast. 
'

of the opium used by the Chinese. It 
is interesting to know that after the 
third pipe he ceased to be hungry, and 
the filth pipe left him unable to walk 
about comfortably; the seventh brought 
his pulse down from oighty-six to sev- 
enty; the twelfth caused singing in his 
ears, and the thirteenth a heavy fit of 
laughter. Twenty-five pipes Effected 
his hearing, but, within an hour after 
the trial, which had only lasted about 
160 minutes, he was able to go horne 
and go to bed, where he slept so soundly 
as to wake up fairly fresh and hungry1 
the next morning. During the whole) 
experiment he had no dreams or halln-l 
cinationa of any sort whatever.

THE term, " Old Dominion," so 


expressive and significant to every Vir- 
ginian, is said to have had its origin as 
follows: During the protectorate of 
Cromwell the -colony of Virginia re- 
fused to acknowledge his authorfty, and 
declared itself independent. Shortly 
after, when Cromwell threatened to 
send a fleet and army to reduce Vir- 
ginia to subjection, the Virginians sent 
a messenger to Charles n., who was 
then an exile in Flanders, inviting him 
to return on the ship with the messen- 
ger "and, be King of Virginia. Charles 
accepted the invitation, and was on the 
eve of embarkation when he was called 
to the throne of England. As soon as 
he was fairly seated on the throne, in 
gratitude for and recognition-of the loy- 
alty of Virginia, he caused her coat-of- 
arms to be quartered with those of En- 
gland, Scotland and Ireland, as an in- 
dependent member of the empire, a 
distant member of the Old Dominion. 
Hence arose the origin of the term.

Virginia 
were 


issued even as late as the reign of 
George II., which bore on one side the 
coat-of-arms of England, Ireland, Scot- 
land and Virginia. '

IThat a Ceed Conveys. 


The following extracts from an ad- 


dress delivered before the Massachu- 
setts State Board of Agriculture, by 
Hon. E. H. Bennett, will be of interest 
to 6ur land-owners: 


Of course every one knows it con- 


veys the fenee^en the farm, but all 
might not think ifc^i^p included the 
fencing stuff, posts, rails, etc., which 
had once been used i,n the fence, but 
had been taken down and piled up 
for future iise again in the sameiplace. 
But new fence material, just bought 
and never attached to the soi|, will 
not pass. Standing trees also pass as 
a part of the land; so dc trees blown 
and cut down, and still left in the 
woods where they fell, but not if cut 
and corded tip for sale; the wood has 
then become personal property. 
If 


there be any manure in the barnyard, 
or in a compost heap in the field, 
ready for immediate use, the buyer 
Mdinarily|takes that also as belonging 
to the farm, though it might not be 
3d, if the owner had previously sold 
.t to some other party and had col- 
jeeted it together in a heap by itself. 
(Growing crops also pass by the deed of 
a farm, unless they are expressly re- 
served, and when it is intended to re- 
serve those it should be so stated in the 
deed itself; a mere oral agreement 
to that effect would not be valid in law. 
Another mode is to stipulate that pos- 
session is not to be given until some 
future day, in which case the crops or 
manure may be removed before that 
time. As to the buildings on the farm, 
though generally mentioned iri , the 
deed, it is not absolutely necessary they 
should be. A deed of "land ordinarily 
carries all the buildings on it belonging 
to the grantor, whether mentioned or 
not; and this rule includes the lumber 
and timber of any old building which 
has been taken or blown down an4 
been packed away for future use on the 
farm. 
But if there be any buildings 


on the farm built by some third person, 
with the farmer's leave, the deed woulld 
not convey these, since the buUdings 
are personal property, and do not be- 
long-to the land-owner to convey. The 
real owners thereof might move then 
off, although the purchaser of the farm 
supposed he was buying and paying 
for all the buildings on it. His only 
remedy in such a case would be against 
the party selling tbe premises.

part of the buildings conveyed, o 
course tho window-blinds are included, 
even if they be at the time taken oi 
and carried to the painters shop 16 bo 
painted. It would be otherwise if they 
had been newly purchased and brough; 
;^ito the house, but not yet attached or 
;tted to it. Lightning rods also igo 
ith the house if the farmer has any [on 
is house. A furnace in the cellar, 


brick . or portable,"is considered a pin; 
of the house, but an ordinary stove i 
with a loose pipe running into the chim- 
npy is not, while a range set in brick 
work is. Mantel-pieces so attached] to 
the chimney as not to be removed with- 
out marring the plastering go with the 
house, but, if merely resting on brack- 
ets, they may be taken away by the 
former owner without legal liability. 
The pumps, sinks, etc., fastened to the 
buildings are a part of it in law, and so 
are the water pipes connected there- 
with bringing water from a distant 
spring. If the farmer has iron kettles 
set in brick work near his barn for 
cooking food for his stock, or similar 
uses, the deed of his farm covers them 
also, as likewise the bell attached to his 
barn to call his men to dinner. If he 
indulges in any ornamental statues, 
vases, etc., resting on the'groi-ad bv 
their own weight merely, and sells hi« 
estate without reservation, these 
go with the land.

Cold as a Promoter of Mortality. 
The effect of low temperature oi/mor- 


tality was recently discussed by the 
Scottish Meteorological Society, the 
statement being made, among o'thers, 
that during December, January,. and 
February the mortality in the case of 
females rises to 11.}? above the averagl 
but to not more than 7.8 per cent, among 
males. 
According to Dr. Buchanan, 


one of the participants in this discussion, 
there are not sufficient data as yet to 
decide how much of the excess is "due to 
sex, how much to occupation, and how 
much--say to their boots and other 
fashions. And further, he states that a 
comparison of the meteorological wit i 
the mortality returns shows, in a strii - 
ing manner, the influence of particular 
types of weather in largely increasing olr 
diminishing the number of deaths from 
particular diseases. Periods of unusual 
cold, for instance, combined with damp- 
ness, in the end of autumn, have a pro- 
portionally increased mortality fronk 
scarle,t and typhoid fevers; of cold with 
dryness in spring, have an increased mort 
tality from brain diseases and whoop!- 
ing-cough; of cold in wii!*9r,have an 
enormously increased fatality from al] 
bronchial affections; and of heat ift 
summer, present a startling, and, ii 
many cases, an appalling death-rate 
from bowel complaints.

omission on his Conscience for which he 
can never give an adequate excuse. 
Some are lender the delusion that an 
asparagus bled i^ an obtrusive garden 
problem and aa expensive luxury. Far 
fiom it. The plants can be obtained 
from any seedsman at a slight cost. I 
have one lafge bed that yields almost a 
daily supply from the middle of April 
till late in June, and I shall make an- 
other bed next spring in this simple 
way: As e^rly as the ground is dry 
enough—tht sooner the better—I shall 
choose somd warm, early, but deep soil, 
enrich it well, and then on one side of 
the plot open a furrow or trench eight 
inches deepJ Down this furrow I shall 
scatter a heavy coat of rotted compost, 
and then rtan a plow or pointed hoe 
through it again. 


By this process the earth and compost 


are mingled, and the furrow rendered 
about six inches deep. Along its side, 
one foot apart, I will place 1-year-old 
plants, spreading out the roots, and 
taking care to keep the crown, or top of 
the plant, five inches below the surface 
when level; l then half fill the furrow 
over the plants, and, when the young 
shoots are well up, fill the furrow even. 
I shall make the furrows two feet apart, 
and, after planting as much space as I 
wish, the bed is made for the next fifty 
years. In niy father's garden there was 
a good bed ll over fifty years old. 
The 


young shoots should not be cut for the 
first two years, and only sparingly the 
third year, ojn the same principle that 
we do not put young colts at work. The 
asparagus id a marine plant, and dust- 
ings of salt sufficient to kill the weeds 


its growth.—.Harper's
